siderable time to come. 

Mr. Mitehell, studying the gen- 
eral picture, backed up his con- 
tention with these figures: 

“Never before have so many 
persons been gainfully employed 
_as now and that goes for the war 
years ‘too.” he said, noting that 
the latest figures .were that 
4,155,000 out of Canada’s labor 
force of 5,253,000 were employed, 
compared with 5,042,000 out of 
5,109,000 a year ago

The 60,000-word report that 
prompted Mr. McGregor’s resig- 
nation eharged that the history 
of the firms’ activities “is a rec: 
ord of a. series. of agreements

the parties back into an agree- 
ment.”
